SATURDAY, Dee, 20. 


Senate met at 11 o’clock, Lieut. 
Governor in the Chair. 

Journal of yesterday read and 
approved. 

Mr, Norwood made some impor- 
tant corrections in the journal of yes- 
terday, after which it was approved. 
Reports from Standing Committees 
were submitted by Messrs. Murray, 
from Engrossed Bills; Cunningham 
from the Educational; Welch and 
Gudger, from Corporations; Avera, 
from Propositions and Grievances. 

Leave of absence was granted 
Messrs. Hill, Holloman, Powell, 
Christmas, Assistant Doorkeeper, 
Barnhardt, Walker, Shafford. 


Introduction of Bills and Petitions. 


By Mr. Troy, a bill in relation to 
Battle’s Revisal. Provides that it 
shall not go into effect till February 
Ist, 1874. The rules were suspended 
and the bill taken up on its passage. 

Mr. Seymour offered an amendment 
that all laws amended should go into 
effect at the same time. 

Mr. Merrimon offered a substitute 
for the bill, embodying the bill and 
amendment, which was adopted. 

Mr. Troy stated, in his request for 
a suspension of the rules to put the 
bill on its passage, that it was neces- 
sary in order to protect the inspection 
laws of the city of Wilmington, &c. 
The bill passed its several Samay 

By Mr. Dunham, a petition from 
ciiizens of Halifax county in regard 
to the canal from Gaston to Weldon. 
On motion of Mr. Dunham, the peti- 
tion was referred to a select commit- 


tee. 

By Mr. Avera, a bill for the better 
care and protection of the orphans of 
the State. Referred. 

Mr. Avera said in introducing the 
bill that he did not expect or desire 
that it should come up till after re- 
cess, but he would be glad if the press 
of the State would after noticing his 
biil criticise accordingly. It was an 
important matter and the General 
Assembly would ,profit by the voice 
of the rr [We propose to publish 
the bill in full. } 


Rules Suspended. 


Mr. Price called up the bill to reg- 
ulate the sale of spirituous liquors in 
thetown of Salisbury, in Rowan, 
and Mocksville, in Davie county, 
which passed its several readings un- 
der a suspension of the rules. (The 
bill provides for an election in the lo- 
calities named to vote upon prohibi- 
tion orno prohibition. ) 

Mr. Merrimon’s bill to amend the 
charter of the Greenville and French 
Broad Railway Company passed its 
readings, 

A considerable discussion ensued 
on the motion of Mr. Norwood to 
suspend the rules in order to take up 
the House bill to amend the charter 
of the city of Newbern. ‘The motion 
did not prevail. 

On motion of Mr. Dunham, the 
rules were suspended to allow the 
passage of the bill providing that all 
acts passed by the General Assembly 
from Nov. 14th, 1873, to December 
22nd, 1873, inclusive, shall be in force 
according to their ratification clauses. 

Mr. McCauley called up the House 
bill to allow yon — of 
Anson county to levy a special tax, 
which — its several readings. 

Mr. Stafford, a bill to incorporate 
the town of Winston, in Forsythe 
county, passed 

The House’s ‘‘fish’’ bill, the pro- 
visions of which are to stake out the 
channel of the Roanoke river at its 
mouth and to allow the passage of fish 
upstream, was called up by Mr.Cham- 
berlain and passed its ‘third reading. 

The motion of Mr. Cramer to re 
consider the vote by which the con- 
sideration of the House amendments 
to the bill in regard to the 
Swannanoa Gap turnpike road 
was postponed, was discussed at con- 
siderable length, pro and con, but fi- 
nally prevailed by a close vote. 

The question then recurring on the 
concurrence in the House amend- 
ments to the bill, Mr. Gudger called 
the yeas and nays and the concur- 
rence preyailed by 18 yeas to 15 nays. 


Messages Received. 


From the House of Representatives 
transmitting a number of bills for 
concurrence, in the list of which was 
the bill to extend the charter of the 
Swannonoa Gap Bailroad, with seve- 
ral amendments. Mr. Gudger argued 
in favor of postponing the action on 
the question of concurrence till the 
15th of January. 

Mr. Merrimon, though opposed to 
the amendments, was willing to con- 
cur, and 3 the motion to post- 
pone, stating that it would amount to 
a defeat of the bill. 

The motion of Mr. Gudger to post- 
pone, prevailed by a close vote. 


HOUSE REPRESENTATIVES. 


Mr. Speaker Robinson called the 
House to order at 10:30 a. m. 

The journal of yesterday was read 
and approved. 

Mr. MeNeill presented a petition 
from citizens of Richmond and Robe- 
son county, asking a prohibitory li- 
quor law within five miles of Mont- 
pelier church, Robeson county. 

Messrs. Gilbert, McNeill and Han- 
ner submitted reports from Standing 
Commiitees. 

Mr. Jones, of Caldwell, arose to a 
question of privilege in regard to the 
Caldwell-Thomas correspondence, as 
published in the DAILY NEws of to- 
day. He said: 

MR. SPEAKER: His Excellency, the 
Governor, takes advantage of the pub- 
lic prints to explain his reasons for 
not issuing arms for drill to the ca- 
dets of the Charlotte Military Insti- 
tute. I send the paper containing 
the correspondence, as published, to 
the clerk's desk to be read for the in- 
formation of the House. In making 
public this correspondence the Gov- 
ernor can have only one of two mo- 
tives: either he intends to malign a 
gentleman of character and standing, 
a citizen of the State of which he is 
Chief Magistrate, or else he purposes 
by it to show that the strictures 
passed upon his official conduct by 
the gentleman from Mecklenburg 
(Mr. Brown) and myself were unjust 
and unwarranted. In either event I 
call upon this House and the people 
of the State to decide between us. 
Briefly, then, the facts in the case are

as follows: Col. J. P. Thomas wrote 
a letter to the Governor which was 

as it shows for itself, respectful and 
dignified, asking him to issue to the 
cadets of the Charlotte Military In- 
stitute arms for drill. The Governor 
refused upon the ground that one of 
the Professors of the schools (Gen. 
D. H. Hill) was disloyal to the gov- 
erument of the United States, and 
desires that the whole people of this 
State and of the United States should 
have opportunity to know of such 
reason for his action. I quote from 
the Governor's letter: I have cause 
to believe,and dofbelieve, that at least 
one of the Professors of this Institu- 
tion is filled with bitter hatred to the 
government of the United States and 
lets no opportunity pass to instil into 
the minds of both oldand young the 
sentiments which he himself enter- 
tains.“ 

Sir, it is something novel in the 
Executive history of Nortli Carolina 
for the Governor, in an official cor- 
respondence, to go out of his way in 
order to impute base principles to any 
citizen of the State. What part of 
his official duty is it to pass judgment 
upon character and motives? The 
Congress of the United States have 
formally declared that it was proper 
that Gen. Hill should be restored to 
all the rights of a citizen, and have re- 
stored him. He is by the law of the 
land the Governor’s political equal in 
so far as his rightsand his privileges as 
a citizens extend. Behind this act of 
Congress no man has a right to go. 
Furthermore, is there a man in the 
State, outside of the Lunatic Asylum, 
who for one moment seriously sup- 
—4 that the Governor is afraid Gen. 

ill, with 40 school boys at his back, 
armed with old muzzle-loading mus- 
kets, will rebel against the United 
States and plunge our country once 
more into the midst ofall the horrors 
ofacivilwar? Mr. reason 
assigned for this action by the Gov- 
ernor is too puerile and absurd to be 
discussed in the House! The only 
motive actuating his Excellency was 
one of spleen and spite against a man 
whom he hated politically. I cannot 
understand by what process of reason- 
me the Governor supposes that Gen. 
Hill could not render his cadets ‘‘fit 
for treason, stratagems and spoils’’ as 
well without, as with guns. The 
Governor saw fit to issue guns to the 
cadets of the Bingham school; nay 
more, it was all right and proper 
when he issued arms to an undisci- 
plined negro military company in the 
city of Wilmington. As oneresult of 
which latter issue, let me call the atten- 
tion of the House to a local article in 
the Wilmington Journa/ of the 19th 
instant: 

“Last night, about 8 o’clock, as 
officer George Davis, of the police 
force, was in the neighborhood of the 
intersection of Third and Walnut 
streets, a woman by the name of 
Annie Jones approached and claimed 
his protection. Her face was covered 
with blood from a wound on the head, 
about two inches in length, which 
she stated had been inflicted by a 
bayonet in the hands of Solomon 
Nixon, a member of one of the colored 
military companies, who was then 
on his way todrill, with his side-arms 
slung around him. Officer Davis 
took the woman under his protection 
and conveyed her to the guard-house 
where she made her statement and 
Was then sent to her home. Nixon 
was arrested and gave bond for his 
appearance before the Mayor.”’ 

This is one of the beautiful results 
of the Governor’s policy in the issue 
ofarms. Is he not willing to place 
the cadets at Charlotte on an equal 
footing with the negroesof Wilming- 
ton? I regret to think, sir, that he 
rather prefers to retard the progress 
of education in the State by with- 
holding his aid in this essential parti- 
lar. 

Let me call the attention of the 
members to another thing connected 
with this matter. A part of the 
correspondence between Colonel 
Thomas and his Excellency was 
suppressed bythe latter. I ask, why 


was this? Why did the Governor 
see fit to publish Col. Thomas’s first 
letter and not his last? I am inform- 


ed that the last letter was exceeding- 
ly courteous and respectful, and went 
so far as to beg the Governor’s par- 
don, if any offence had been given in 
the first letter. Surely he did not 
desire to do Col. T. an injustice, yet 
it was an injustice and, if 1 have 
been correctly informed as to the 
contents of the Colonel’s letter, a 
very serious one. I call for the pub- 
lication of the suppressed letter that 
the yple may see more fully 
whether the Governor’s action was 
justifiable in the premises. 


Mr. Speaker, I have set the matter 
before the House as briefliy as — 4 
be. I have nothing to retract or mod- 
ity in my remarks of yesterday. It 
isa melancholly thing tosee the chief 
magistrate of this commonwealth 
swayed hither and thither by his bit- 
ter partisan passion, and [ think that 
I wasand am justified in pronouncing 
the refusal of the Governor mali- 
cious, spiteful and unbecoming the 
dignity of his high oflice.

SENATOR NORWOOD ON THE STATE

Editors of the News: 


GENTLEMEN—If it was my object 
to gain reputation from the speech, 
referred by ‘* Mecklenburg“ in your 
paper yesterday, it might be prudent 
in me to rely upon his notice of it, 
rather than risk the publication of 
the speech itself. Not being govern- 
ed by that motive, I would promptly 
yield to his request and that of many 
friends, made to me —— but ſor 
the fact that the subject will again 
be up'' in the Senate immediately 
after the recess, when I desire to be 
heard more fully upon the last reso- 
lution of my amendment, suggesting 
the policy and necessity of the Gene- 
ral (yovernment assuming the pay- 
ment of our State debt, met mer 
which the speech is not complete. 

In the meantime I send you for 
124 a copy of my amendment 

Dr. Worth’s bill, which, if I am 
not mistaken, will be regarded by the 
people of the State, as constituting 
of itself a pretty strong speech. 

My best regards to Mecklenburg”’ 
for the kind manner in which he has 
alluded to my effort.

That in addition tothis heavy burden 
as much as our people in their im- 
poverished condition can be reason- 
ably expected to bear, and in addi- 
tion to an absolutely necessary sys- 
tem of Common School instruction, 
towards which only a feeble begin- 
ning has been made, our constitution 
requiring in terms which may not be 
unheeded, if in our power to obey 
them, and common, humanity unites 
her voice in still louder tones that the 
neglected idiots, computed in num- 
bers at 1,000; the still neglected in- 
sane, (after providing for some of 
them,) computed in- numbers at 500; 
that the large number of the Deaf, 
Dumband Blind who are still un- 
friended and forsaken, and the 
whole multitudeof destitute Orphans 
shall all be gathered within the folds 
of an enlarged State charity, and be 
properly cared for. 

3. That these objects impose a 
higher obligation, a more imperious 
necessity upon the people of the State 
at the present time, than even the 
high and solemn obligation to pay 
the just and honest portion of their 
public debt. Especially when it is 
remembered that the debt was con- 
tracted under circumstances how so 
changed, and depending for its pay- 
ment upon means how so completly 
swept away. 

4. That upon a review of the whole 
subject, we submit it to the enlight- 
ened consideration of Congress, if the 
General Government would not act 
wisely by assuming the payment of 
so much of the debt of the State of 
North Carolina, as in justice and 
equity ought to be paid. 


THE DEATH OF CHAS, W.SPRUILL, 
OF WARRENTON.—Below we copy 
from the Warrenton Gazette the 
obituary notice of Chas, W. Spruill, 
Esq.,a prominent lawyer and citizen 
of Warrenton. Mr. Spruill was the 
founder of the Warrenton Gazette, 
which was, under his management, 
one of the best local papers in North 
Carolina: 

„Died, at the residence of Dr. Tip- 

S- Brownlow, in Warrenton, on 
the oo ™ the 18th of December, 
1873, Mr. Charles W. Spruill, in the 
35th year of his age. The death of 
this gentleman, in the prime of life, 
has awakened in the breasts of our 
people the deepest emotions of sorrow 
and regret. e was universally es- 
teemed and regarded, and by many 
admired. In the Confederate army 
in which he was gallant, patriotic and 
faithful, he won the love of officers 
and soldiers, and his comrades in 
arms will sheda generous tear over 
his untimely grave, The friends and 
acquaintancesof Mr Spruill will long 
remember his talents and accom plish- 
ments, his unsullied honor, his fine 
feelings, his amiability of disposition 
and the amenity and elegance of his 
manners. He had a superior mind 
which had been improved and em- 
bellished by the study of law and po. 
lite literature. During his last illness 
he expressed a desire to partake 
of the Sacrament, but had not the 
strength to do so. In the Eye of 
God the disposition will be sufficient. 
Mr.Spruill died the death of the chris- 
tian. He left numerous relatives and 
connections, and an affectionate wife 
to whom he was ever affectionate 
himself, to deplore their loss. The 
writer does not presume to intrude 
upon the sanctuary of domestic sor- 
row, but it may be a relief to her 
feelings to know that when the 
arrow of affiiction has fallen 
upon her she has the heartfelt 
sympathies of the whole communit 
in her sad bereavement. Mr. Spruill 
was in the possession of his faculties 
almost to the last.

National Finances. 

On this subject, the Southern Hoine 
has published two able communica- 
tions “from a prominent citizen of 
North Carolina,“ which are attract- 
ing attention and discussion outside 


of the State, 

These letters embrace some valu- 
able and practical suggestions ona 
matter of grave importance to the 
public, and are written by a gentle- 
man who has given much study and 
thought to financial questions. 

We make the following quotations 
to-day from the first letter, and will 
give farther extracts hereafter: 

For several centuries all civilized 
nations have adopted gold and silver 
as the only true basis of their circula- 
ting medium. These constitute the 
only basis on which a permanent and 
uniform currency can be maintained 
by any State or nation. The reason 
is, that their values are less variable 
than any other species of property. 
Great wars and revolutions may 
sometimes compel nations to resort 
to other media or basis of credit. Na- 
tional eredit may become so far ex- 
hausted or impaired as to compel 
them to issue notes, or promises to 
pay, based merely on the faith of the 
government. This was the case in 
the revolutionary war, as well as in 
the recent war between the States. 
Hence, legal-tenders and greenbacks 
are the currency to-day of our 
country. 

The present system of finance had 
its origin in the necessity of the times, 
in the day of the government’s peril. 
It was devised to carry the nation 
through a state of war and maintains 
its life. This crisis, this necessity, in 
which the system originated has 
passed. For more than eight years, 
the country has been in a state of 
peace with all States and nations. 

‘he necessity for the system has lon 
since passed. It was only intend 
asa War measure and not adapted to 
times of peace’ It was well calcula- 
ted to bring the men and means of 
the country to the support of the gov- 
ernment when in a struggle for ex- 
istence. It was, in fact, a forced 
loan; but wholly unsuited to the 
present commercial wants of the 
country. No higher evidence of this 
is needed than the frequent monetary 
crisis we have passed through for the 
last five years. Scarcely a year dur- 
ing this period has passed, that our 
currency has not varied from 10 to 17 
per cent. in value, with two or 
more fearful monetary convulsions 
—depreciating and unsettling the 
values of everything, but gold 
and silver—-blighting the reason- 
able expectations of millions—des- 
troying the value of the labor of the 
country, and wrecking the fortunesof 
thousands. So unstable and weak 
is the present system, that it has be- 
come like a foot-ball to bankers, bro- 
kers and corporations in Wall street, 
New York. By a combination of 
capital, they can lock up fifty or one 
hundred million of dollars and pro- 
duce a panic orcrisis at any time in the 
whole country. Thecotton goes from 
16 to 11 cents in less than six weeks; 
and in like proportion is the decline 
of all the other great staple produc- 
tions of the country. Thus the produ- 
cers of the land are sacrificed to the 
avarice of a few speculators. The 
decline on one article of production 
alone, cotton, is already about 820 
per bale, resulting from the present 
financial crash. If the crop, as sup- 
posed, is 4,000,000 of bales,this makes 
580,000,000 of depreciation, or loss in 
value to the farmers and planters 
alone. As with cotton, so with the 
other productions. Thus the farmers 
and planters, with their laborers, 
constituting and producing the 
wealth and also the greatness of the 
country, are despoiled of their profits 
and paralyzed in their industrial 
— These bad effects are 

rought with similar results to the 
manufacturers, merchants, mechan- 
ics, and all professional classes. Thus 
the whole country suffers from these 
unholy combinations of corporatious 
and capitalists. Now, is it possible 
that the Government will continue in 
operation a system of finance so fluc- 
tuating and so week thata Jay Cooke 
or aHenry Clews can, by wild specu- 
lation, bring such disasters upon the 
country, convulsing it from Maine to 
California, and annihilating hun- 
dreds of millions of values. 

“The National Bank system - 
Sesses one good feature, that no holder 
of a note can lose while the Govern- 
ment’s credit is maintained. This is 
true also of the legal tenders, because 
they are both based on Government 
credit. And herein lies the first great 
defect in the scheme. The credit of 


glorious to us in all that the 
Northern people would especially 
comme#»norate and have in 
mind in the ceremonies of 
their appointed celebration ; that 
there would bemany rem inders, some 
shameful and all painful, of the fallen 
estate that has been visited on our 
section by war and conquest; and 
that it was the part of policy, as well 
as of dignity and self-respect, not to 
appear at Philadelphia, in the midst 
of our enemies, to be jostled by their 
greater material resources and daz- 
zled by their suddenly and sus- 
piciously acquired gains. And though 
the Declaration of Independence of 
Juiy 4th was mainly the work of 
Southern patriots and the paper it- 
self the production of a Virginian 
hand, we were willing to forego all 
these claims on the memories and 
honors of the day and the deed, so 
longas our “independence” remained 
dependence on Radical power,and the 
free institutions then first founded 
were mutilated and corrupted by Rad- 
ien force and fraud. But the Meck- 
lenburg Declaration was not only 
prior in point of time, but was all our 
own—all Southern; and here in Caro- 
lina, under the vines and fig-trees of 
of our own Southern brothers in war 
and peace, we could give our fathers 
in war and peace, we could give our 
fathers of the revolution due honor 
and reverence, and forget for the 
while all hateful reminiscences of the 
recent past. Weare glad to see that 
this proposition, which was first = 
forward in the 2— — as 
received favorable consideration at 
the hands of our North Carolina 
friends, and that a bill has already 
been introduced in the Legislature 
making provision for the celebration. 
The RALEIGH NEws of Monday says: 

We are glad that Mr. Johnston of 
Buncombe, has renewed in the Leg- 
islature his proposition to celebrate 
the Centennial of the Mecklenburg 
Declaration of Independence, at 
Charlotte, on the 20th day of May, 
1875, by a grand exposition of the 
State’s products and resources. 

We hope the General Assembly 
will pass the resolutions and that the 
commission under it will go earnestly 
to work. Mr. Johnston is entitled to 
much credit for his interest in this 
important and patriotic enterprise. 

We again commend this motion of 
Mr. Johnston, and we invite our 
brethren of the North Carolina press 
to take up the proposition and to ad- 
vocate it until it meets with ageneral 
favor and emphatic endorsation. The 

roposition, however, should be en- 

arged, in accordance with the views 
that have been alreaday advanced, 
so as to embrace all the Southern 
States that do not desire to be present 
at Philadelphia. Our North Carolina 
friends are invited to take this modi- 
fleation and extension of theirscheme 
under consideration; and to decide 
whether they cannot add tothe inter- 
est and to the advantage of the ocea- 
sion by making it an exhibition of 
products and people from all their 
sister Common wealths of the South.“ 


We were under the impression that 
all, or nearly all of the Southern 
States, had resolved on being repre- 
sented at Philadelphia. 

On the 25th of February last, the 
General Assembly of North Carolina 
passed a series of joint resolutions 
cordially approving the plan and ob- 
jects of the Centennial International 
iexhibition to be held in Philadelphia, 
and earnestly recommending the 
people of North Carolina to heartily 
co-operate with the officers of the 
said Exhibition, ‘‘to carry out its de- 
sign to the fullest measure of success 
in order to bring before capitalists 
and men of culture, fair specimens 
of the material and artificial products 
of the nation.“ 

Our Senators and Representatives 
in Congress were requested in the 
same resolutions to ‘‘promote all 
measures requisite for making said 
International Exhibition a truthful 
exponent of the progress of the na- 
tion.“ 

At the Georgia Fair last Fall, pub- 
lic assurances were given toa Com- 
mittee of gentlemen from Philadel- 
phia representing the Centennial, 
that the Empire State of the South 
would be fully represented at the 
National Exhibition on the 4th of 
July, 1876. 

Other Southern States, among them 
Kentucky, with her almost unani- 
mous majority in the General Assem- 
bly, passed similar resolutions with 
those adopted by the Legislature of 
North Carolina.
